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REPORT. 


In  presenting  their  Annual  Report,  the  Board  of  Mana¬ 
gers  have  again  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  support 
and  encouragement  they  have  received  in  their  work,  and 
to  report  a  year  of  great  activity  and,  they  believe,  of 
great  usefulness. 

The  past  year  has  shown  the  same  tendency,  so  marked 

of  late  years,  of  the  work  of  the  Home  to  develop  in  the 

% 

giving  of  temporary  relief  rather  than  in  the  taking  of 
children  for  adoption.  For  example,  during  the  year 
1888  the  total  number  of  children  in  the  Home  was  two 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  whom  thirty-eight  were  placed 
for  adoption,  twenty-seven  placed  in  other  institutions, 
and  one  hundred  and  one  returned  to  parents  and  friends. 
This  year,  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  children  in 
the  Home,  two  hundred  and  thirt}r-seven  were  returned  to 
their  parents  or  friends,  fourteen  were  placed  in  other  in¬ 
stitutions,  and  twelve  only  placed  for  adoption.  One  cause 
contributing  to  the  development  of  this  part  of  our  work 
has  been  the  opening,  three  years  ago,  of  our  Two- Year- 
Old  Nursery  (where  fifteen  children  of  from  one  and  one 
half  years  to  four  years  of  age  can  be  cared  for)  to  cases 
needing  temporary  relief.  As  no  other  institution  in  the 
city  receives  temporarily  children  under  two  years  of  age, 
our  work  in  this  line  is  peculiar  to  ourselves.  If  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  Home  is  to  grow,  it  may  be  well  to  consider 
seriously  if  it  may  not  be  advisable  either  to  increase  the 
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number  to  be  received  into  the  Two-Year-Old  Nursery  or 
to  open  to  cases  for  temporary  relief  the  Baby  Nursery, 
where  children  not  younger  than  six  months  are  now  re¬ 
ceived  for  adoption  only. 

Greater  facilities  for  the  temporary  care  of  very  young 
children  will  enable  us  to  aid  in  keeping  united  families 
that  otherwise  would  be  broken  up  and  scattered.  The 
aim  of  the  Home  is  to  prevent,  whenever  desirable,  the 
permanent  separation  of  children  from  their  parents,  and 
to  help  the  latter  to  bear  rather  than  to  escape  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  welfare  of  the  former.  Any  enlargement, 
however,  of  our  nurseries,  or  any  extension  of  our  tem¬ 
porary  relief  work,  especially  to  very  young  children,  can 
be  made  only  if  accompanied  by  an  increased  income  or 
larger  donations. 

During  the  past  summer  we  have  boarded  some  of 
our  children  in  the  country,  enabling  them  to  endure 
more  easily  the  terrible  heat  of  July  and  August.  The 
problem  of  how  best  to  care  for  our  children  during  the 
heated  term  comes  to  us  every  summer,  and  each  year  we 
feel  the  need  either  of  special  donations  or  a  permanent 
fund,  the  income  of  which  could  be  devoted  solely  to  this 
purpose. 

We  cannot  be  too  thankful  for  the  general  good  health 
of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  this  year,  and  especially  for 
our  freedom  from  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria  so  prevalent 
the  past  few  months.  Much  praise  is  due  to  the  matron 
and  her  assistants,  and  our  sincere  thanks  go  to  our 
physicians,  Dr.  George  A.  Webster  and  Dr.  Edward 
L.  Twombly,  for  their  care  and  devotion. 

Again  we  have  the  pleasure  of  acknowledging  the  in¬ 
debtedness  of  the  Home  to  all  our  patrons,  and  especially 
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to  the  ladies  of  the  Second  Church,  to  the  Christian  Union, 
and  to  Rev.  Mr.  Waldron,  of  the  City  Missionary  Society, 
for  their  continued  kindness  to  us. 

The  continuance  of  the  business  depression  and  the 
early  severity  of  the  winter  make  it  apparent  that  the  com¬ 
ing  year  will  again  tax  our  resources  to  the  utmost.  To 
continue  our  work,  even  on  its  present  scale,  we  must 
appeal  once  more  to  our  generous  supporters  and  many 
friends.  Donations  of  children’s  garments  of  any  size  or 
kind  are  always  gratefully  received  and  play  no  small  part 
in  our  work.
